NEW YORK (AP)—The very 
thing Britain and France went to 
war in an attempt to prevent two 
years ago today—a Hitlerized 
Europe—virtually is in existence.

Japan’s Dilemma 


ITH THE ARRIVAL AT SINGAPORE 

today of new and strong reinforcements 
of Indian army units—fully motorized and 
bringing all their fighting equipment with 
them—Britain’s imperial] army in the Malay 
Peninsula evidently is assuming such nu- 
merical proportions and material strength 
that Commander-in-Chief Sir Robert Brooke- 
Popham is far from worried by Japanese 
threats of such action as the inilitary hot- 
heads of Tokyo may take in their effort to 
establish their long-advertised “co-prosperity 
sphere” in East Asia. And: it will be re- 
membered that when a contingent of Aus- 
tralians arrived at the great Pacific citadel 
less than a month ago the convoy was of- 
ticially- described—as-—“‘the largest -ever-to 
reach Malaya since the war began,” intimat- 
ing at the same time that Sir Robert had 
an army under his command “powerful 
enough to make any potential invader think 
10.times before striking at this Far Eastern 
bulwark of Empire.” 

Today’s advice of further strengthening 
of the Malayan defensive force, therefore, 
interjects a new commentary on the strange- 
ly-contradictory reactions in Japanese official 
circles, not only as they concern Allied prep- 
arations to meet a further southern advance 
from sea or land, but also in the light of the 
help which the United States is sending to 
the Soviet Union by way of Japanese waters 
to Viadivostok. Hence, whether the influence 
ot the moderates among the Mikado’s advis- 
ers is substantial enough to curb the designs 
of the war lords—now obviously under in- 
tense importunity from the senior Axis part- 
ner in Berlin—or whether regard for “face” 
will be allowed to supersede the exercise of 
jadgment which existing circumstances 
would appear to warrant, is still highly 
problematical, Whatever course is taken by 
the men of Tokyo, however, such. dependence 
as they may have placed on the prospect of 
further appeasement has been effectively dis- 
posed of by Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt. 

In other words, it is for Japan to decide 
the issue for herself; whether to try to get 
by force what the democracies do not intend 
to allow her to obtain by any other means; 
or whether she «is prepared to acknowledge 
certain basic facts in their true light and 
become a party to a commonsense discussion 
that might conceivably show her the way to 
avoid national disaster, 
these facts, of course, is the continuous ever- 
growing support for China from Britain and 
the United States—a condition that will not 
change unless the invader withdraws his 
sadly-disillusioned armies from the lands 
they have despoiled without cause.

BEAUTIFUL LEGEND 


EADING THIS NEWSPAPER the other 

night, I was startled to see in it a piece 

of informatiqn about this city which I had 

never suspected, It was announced that a 

new Institution with a useful purpose had 

just been opened behind the City Hall in 
Fiddler's: Green, 

Fiddler's Green! I had never heard of it. 
In my time there was a littered backyard at 
the rear of the City Hall, nameless and blank, 
Now it has become Fiddler’s Green, with an 
Institution on it. What @ glorious and 
legendary name for such an Institution— 
Fiddler’s Green! Why, the very words con- 
jure up beautiful visions of olden times such 
as they have in England but are seldom seen 
here. : 

In London is Golder’s Green (if I remem- 
ber the spelling) and it has ghosts galore. 
There is Berkeley Square with spirits walking 
about in knee breeches and taking snuff. 
There is Piccadilly which was named after 
the picadil, a kind of neckpiece much favored 
by the gallants of another age, who still 
haunt the ancient thoroughfare. Now we, in 
this Little Bit of England, have our legendary 
haunt also. We have Fiddler's Green. 


THE GHOST 

How it came by its name T cannot imagine. 
Perhaps the City Council named it with no 
special reason, But-I- prefer to think that 
| there is a Fiddler there somewhere, perhaps 
a ghostly Fiddler who fiddles in the dark- 
ness of the night, beneath the windows of the 
City Council when it is in session, (In my 
time there was never anything more excit- 
drunk or two, some old stoves and 
other rubbish.) . 

It is a beautiful legend and we should be 

glad that at last Victoria has found a civie 
ghost like those of older lands. But what a 
curious Institution to plant in the middle of 
such a romantic spot! To be fair, the City 
Council for has proved expert and 
artistic in architecture. The Institution 
admirably designed and follows what archi- 
tects call a functional line, suited to its pur- 
How much better the council sue- 
here than farther up Pandora 
Avenue! There its architecture had no fune- 
tion, no beauty, no legend and no ghost 
(though I feel that, in due time, mine will 
wander about that Thing, haunting it with 
evil sounds and hideous moanings into eter- 
nity.) 

So far as one can discover the other 
Thing on’ Pandora Avenue is a kind of light- 
house or beacon. But it lights you to no- 
where, It lures the tired traveler but he 
finds nothing there at the end of his jour- 
ney save an empty mass of stucco, whose 
red lights leer at him. Whereas there is 
no beacon and no light to attract anyone to 
the new Institution on Fiddler's Green. 

Thus the solution of our most pressing 
civic problem has now become obvious. We 
should move the lighthouse from its present 
useless spot and plant it on Fiddler’s Green, 
; Where the traveler can See it from afar and 
know that his weary journey is at an end. 
Plant it squarely in the middle of Fiddler’s 
Green and we need no longer be ashamed of 
it, for now it will have a purpose and a 
function and will almost look as if it were 
designed with a purpose by rational men. 

Nay, let the Fiddler's Ghost reside in it, 
playing his fiddle there perpetually, attract- 
ing custom with sweet music. That is if the 
Fiddler has not fied already. After all, when 
you have inhabited a virgin green for many 
years it must be rather annoying to have 
an Institution planted down in your 

Many fiddlers would fiddle no longer 
in such premises, 
CHANGE 

All these changes are part of the chang- 
ing Victoria. This place has become unrecog- 
nizable and may soon become intolerable, un- 
less it is rebuilt. It was resigned as a little 
city. Its streets are narrow. The other 
morning it was more congested than any city 
I have ever seen. Once I drove a car around 
Trafalgar Square the rush hour and 
around the Place de La Concord (because J 
couldn't find any way out of it) but I never 
saw traffic like that of Government Street 
last Saturday, This town simply wasn’t built 
to hold it. I never saw such congestion or 
worse noise and if I hadn’t arrived after a

The United States Social Security Board, 
according to reports, is finding that while col- 
lections for old-age insurance in the United 
States are mounting more rapidly than ex- 
pected, the out-payments for benefits are 
smaller than the estimates. As a result, the 
reserve fund has grown already to $2,397.- 
000,000. 

One reason for this situation {fs that with 
the defense boom in industries at least 
25,000 persons who had retired at 65 years 
of age and were receiving benefits have 
dropped the benefits and gone back to work. 
In addition, a large number on reaching the 
age at which they could retire have continued 
at work. 

This signifies a great deal both as to the 
skill of these senior citizens and as to their 
preference when a choice exists between pen- 
sioned inactivity and productive usefulness.

PACIFIC PEACE? 


The most hopeful sign on the} 
world horizon is the possibility of | 
early Pacific peace, The obstacles 
to the attainment of such peace 
are self-evident. But the forces 
making for it are gaining strength 
every day. 

There is no one, even in Japan, 
who is not anxious to liquidate 
what the Japanese call the “China 
incident.” That longest standing 
phase of World War II has been 
in progress for more than four 
years, Barring a complete and 
speedy victory by the Axis over 
Britain and Russia, and a conse- 
quent stoppage of all outside sup- 
plies to China, there is no longer 
a vestige of hope of outright Jap- 
anese victory in China. 

Chiang Kai-shek, who is an ex: | 
tremely cautious statesman, has | 
recently stated that victory for | 
China is certain within another 
year. The Japanese will, of 
course,” never agree to that de- 
scription of what is likely to hap- 
pen. When peace comes the Nip- 
ponese will find a way of present- 
ing it without loss of face. 

But the odds for early peace in 
the Pacific really are good. And 
the chief reason why they are} 
good is that Japanese realists | 
know that if-they-doe—-not- take ; 
peace while the taking is still} 
good they will only take peace a 
little later on—but a peace dic 
tated to them after devastating | 
punishment of Japan itself.

30 DAYS GRACE 


Japan probably has about 30 
days in which to make up her 
mind. If Germany should unex 
pectedly succeed in that time in 
destroying. the Soviet armies 
Japan might feel called upon to 
grab some of the orphaned pieces 
of Soviet Siberia. But the Jap 
anese are not fools in military 
matters, and know what the 
thances are for such a total Nazi 
victory before snow flies. 

If Japan made peace now she 
would, of course, have to with- 
draw completely from China. She | 
probably could keep French Indo 
China, seeing that such was 
handed over to her by the French | 
; government. and seeing that we 
| were warned that any attempt to 
prevent such a transfer would 
be resisted by force of arms. 

My own private guess is that 
Japan could get her occupation of 
Manchuria recognized by all 
powers, including China, if she 
were to agree to pea immedi 
ately—but not otherwise. The 
Soviet, incidentally, has already 
granted this recognition in her 
own nonageression pact with} 
Japan.’ Repudiation by Japan of | 
that pact would automatically 
void this recognition. 

Japan could also et Allied: war | 
orders and shinping contracts 
which would go far towards off: | 
setting her disastrous losses in 
China. Her economic help could 
be of tremendous help to us in de- 
feating Hitler. 

Japan can take it or leave it 
She can get an honorable and 
profitable peace now. Or she can 
invite a total defeat a little later.

High Clouds Some- 
times Travel 35 Miles 
An Hour 

More than once a small boy or 
girl has asked me this question: 

“Are clouds made out of 
smoke?” : 

Perhaps the question is a 
natural one. Clouds, especially 
dark ones, look as though they 
might be made of smoke. After 
smoke rises in the air, we lose 
sight of it, and might fancy it 
gathered to form the clouds 
above. 

In that case, however, we might 
wonder how the clouds could be 
wet. They often send down rain 
or snow, and if they were formed 
entirely of smoke, they would be 
dry. 

The fact is that some clouds 
contain tiny particles of smoke, 
along with dust which comes 
from other sources. Tests on 
raindrops show that they con- 
tain small “specks,” or, aS we 
may say, “dust.” Some of the 
dust in clouds comes from soil 
which has been dried and tossed 
high into the air by the winds. 
Some of it comes from meteors 
which have been burned away

earth, 

Water in clouds comes from 
rivers, lakes, seas and oceans, 
Sunlight plays upon the surface 
waters and causes them to turn 
into vapor which rises into the 
alr 

Moist air usually is lighter 
than dry air, and will rise until 
it combines with dust of one kind 
or another, Masses of water 
vapor gather in clouds. 

Fogs and mist are formed in 
the same general way, but they 
are heavier and tend to sink to 
low places. 

Clouds are great travelers. We 
often see them floating overhead, 
and may wonder how fast they 
are going. Low clouds usually 
travel from six to 21 miles per 
hour. High clouds sometimes 
travel 35 miles an hour, or even 
a bit faster. 

Some clouds are only 2,000 feet 
above sea level, but most of them 
are between one mile and four 
miles high. Cirrus clouds have 
been observed at a height of 46,- 
000 feet—or almost nine miles!

Another annulment case very 
interesting and confusing to Brit 
ish subjects transpired in Mont- 
real courts: Clare Augusta Steva 
does not know whether she has a 
husband not, Her marriage 
annulled on religious 
grounds also. She is a Protestant 
and her husband Catholic. 
Mr. Justice Cousieneau  pro- 
nounced them not legally married 
because the ceremony was per 
formed by a Protestant minister. 
This divorce was reviewed by 
Mr. Justice Greenshields and the 
marriage was declared legal 

The latter judgment was then 
taken to appeal by the husband, 
and a decision has not yet been 
rendered, However, in the mean 
time, the wife and her child must 
live, so she took another action 
to obtain alimony. 

Chief Justice Greenshields 
decided that she entered the mar 
riag in good faith, and conse- 
quently was entitled legally to 
the receiving of $80 monthly. 
This judgment also has been 
taken to appeal. In the waiting- 
time the wife appealed to two 
judges of the appeal court for 
immediate execution of the ali- 
mony judgment, and this 
ordered to be paid by the 
band on June 15, 1941. 

All this is very bewildering, 
and the plight of the wife is evi- 
dent from the fact that until the 
judgment of the appeal court is 
handed down she will not know 
whether, according to the court 
of Quebec, she is married or not, 
or whether she is entitled to the 
alimony which has been ordered 
to be paid to her. 
not, of course, be any question 
about her status if Quebec 
judges were compelled to ob- 
serve British constitutional Taw.
